Banks do loan money, not 
upon Torrens certificates, but upon 
other and more trustworthy and 
reliable evidence of title: 

“If the sound financial inetitu- 
tions of the State were to take a 
contrary position. many good 
customers would be unable to pro- 
cure needed loans becamse they 
had been duped into registering 
their property at the solicitation 
of Torrens solicitors.” 7 

The law is designed to simplify

Reasons for the phenomenal 
growth of Los Angeles are set 
forth in a communication which 
the managing committee of the 
Los Angeles Forward Movement 


will send out this week to bankers. 
bullders, brokers and persons hav- 
ing trust funds to invest, urging 
their co-operation in keeping the 
wheels of the building industry 
turning In Los Angeles this year. 
The chief factor in supporting this 
city’s growth, as pointed out by 
the Forward committee, has been 
the establishment here in 1921 of 
approximately 450 new manufac- 
turing enterprises, employing 
000 persons, and the enlargement 
of established industrial plants 
costing approximately %16,00.000. 

This expansion of industry 
makes it manifest that home- 
bufiding here must go forward on 
a tremendous scale during 1922, 
according to the Forward’ Move- 
ment committee, which estimates 
that more than 16.000 homes 
must be erected this year to ade- 
quately provide for the comm- 
nity'’s normal growth. Thies esti- 
mate is based upon an unofficial 
survey of local building needs and 
from statements of Chief Bullding 
Inepector Backus, who is inclined 
to put the city's housing needs at 
a higher figure than this. It is 
pointed out that at least $60,000,- 
000 will be required to finance 
such a building program, accept- 
ing the building department's es- 
timate of $6000 per home as being 
approximately correct. tris 
total cost, at least 60 cent, or 
$36,000,000, must raised 
through mortgage loans, according 
to the opinion of financial! advisers 
of the Forward Movement com- 
mittee. 

The rest of the money will be 
furnished lecal building com- 
panies and individuals who under- 
take building projects their 
own account. In view of the fact. 
however, that builders must look 
to investments in first mortgages 
to supply the bulk of this housing 
construction. a strong effort wil! 
be made by the directors of the 
Forward Movement to attract to 
this field as much as possible of 
private savings.

American in Mexico Urges 
Reliability in Shipping, 


Makes Suggestions for Im- 
provement in Practice. 


One Failure to Keep Promise 
Hard to Atone. 


An American business man, do- 
ing business in Mexico, who re- 
cently visited Los Angeles, took 
note of local conditions and meth- 
ods of handling goods for water 


‘jshipment to the ports on the West 


Coast of Mexico, and has made a 


‘| statement to the foreign trade bu- 


|reau of the Chamber of Commerce, 
covering his observations, which is 
herewith printed at the sugges- 
tion of Clarence H. Matson of the 
Foreign Trade Bureau. The Iiet- 
ter says: 

“I do not wish to offer criticism 
or suggestion in this matter save in 
a true spirit of friendliness and 
helpfulness, and I trust that the 


matter which follows will be re- 
ceived in no other sensd.

“Merchants in Mazatian who are 
4engaged in importing merchandise 
from the United States, and in fact 
limiting their foreign purchases to 
the United States, have complained 
to me that they have almost al- 
ways suffered difficulties and de- 
lays on their orders with Los An- 
geles merchants for shipments by 
water to Mazatian. 

“I have a friend residing in your 
city who has mining interests or 
ithe West Coast ‘entailing frequent 
purchase of mining supplies in Los 
Angeles to be shipped by water 
to Mazatian, who stated to me 
that he had had no end of trouble 
in getting his supplies transferred 
from stores to vessels and properiv 
billed at the proper time. 

“He said he had bought mining 
supplies sufficiently in advance o* 
the galling of certain vessels to 
give time for these supplies to be 
sent to the port, specified the ves- 
sel and dgte of sailing, receiving 
the promise that the supplies would 
go forward as he desired. Accord- 
ingly he would write to his agents 
in Mazatian only to get reply that 
the vessels had arrived without the 
supplies. 

“In several of such instances he 


says he has gone about tracing his 
supplies. The merchants from 


whom he purchased would produce

Whether the third suggestion 
would work out in practice, of 
course, I do not know from this 
distance, but from the few obser- 
vations I made on this point while 
in Los Angeles: I feel that I may 
say without fear of successful con- 
tradiction that there is need for 
improvement over the present 
methods of handling freight from 
business houses in Los Angelcs to 
the proper pier at the proper time; 
and that with a little careful study 
and co-operation on the part of 
the business men «4 transporta- 
tion companies cuncerned, im- 


iprovement can be quickly and ef- 


feétively brought about. 

“I wish to repeat the assurance 
that these cri.cismse and sugges- 
tions are offered in a spirit of help- 
fulness. Above all it is my de- 
sire that thew shall be of advant- 
age to American foreign trade.” 


VEGETABLE SUPPLIES 
HEAVY DURING WEEK. 


PRICES WELL: MAINTAINED 
ACCORDING OFFUAL 
MARKET 


The following report of the 
price changes and movement of 
the various fruits and vegetables 
on the local produce market during 
the past week was issued by the 
local representative of the United 
States Bureau of Markets: 

The past week has been charac- 
terized by heavy supplies of prac- 
tically all vegetables except cu- 
cumbers, tomatoes, beans and 
peas, which were in light supply 
and of poor quality. Bunched 
vegetables, cabbage, cauliflower 
and lettuce supplies have been 
gradually growing heavier during 
the week and sellers have expe- 
rienced difficulty in cleaning up 
from day to day. Buyers, how- 
ever, have been fairly active, and 
prices have béen maintained well 
considering the large volume of 
vegetables Hothouse cu- 
cumbers and tomatoes are tn 
heavier pply, and the first car 
of Mexican tomatoes arrived in 
this market during the week. 

Mexican chili peppers in small 
lots are arriving and are of gen- 
erally fine quality. Coachella Vai- 
ley spinach of fairly good quality 


the end of the week and caused 
a sag in spinach prices. Brus- 
sela sprouts, artichokes and par- 
snip offerings are increasing, and 
a gradual decline in price occurred. 
The heavy shipping demand for 
celery resulted in a net gain of 
50c-75c per crate for this vegetable. 
Supplies of celery for this market 
are adequate, but the quality its 
only fair at begt. Beans and peas 


&lof first-class quality were hard to 


find this week, and prices varied 
widely with the offerings. 

Comparatively little change in 
grapefruit prices occurred and the 
supply averages about norma! as 
the decline in volume in Arizona 
offerings is offset by heavier Imper- 
ial Valley and Central California 
offerings. Very few packed lemons 
were on sale and these were slow 
at $3.50-$3.75 per box, while loose 
stock was dragsy at $1-$1.50 per 
box: orange supplies have been 
heavy enough to cause price de- 
clines and in the fact of heavy 
offerings of culls and market packs 
it was difficult to move the best 
brands without radical price-cut- 
ting. The net decline for the week 
of the best brands has been Tic- 
$1.26 per box. 

There was a brisk apple demand 
early in the week, but the move- 
ment was slower toward the close, 
but prices did not change mate- 
rially, more Romes and Winesaps 
are being offered to the trade, es- 
pecially of the stock from near- 
by mountain sections. Storage hold- 
ings continue to diminish satisfac- 
torily, 679,680 boxes being reported 
in Los. Angeles storages on Jan- 
vary 7, compared with 524,527 
boxes in 1921 and 60,692 boxes in 
1920 on the same date. Car lot re- 
ceipts were nearly double §iast 
year, twenty-five cars arriving with 
only thirteen cars a year ago for 
the corresponding week.

COTTON MARKET. 

Evidence is gradually accumu- 
lating that the rise in the cotton 
market which was expected but 
failed to materialize after the turn 
of the year, was discounted in 
December. Because of this fact 
the market has been falling of its 
own weight and cotton is about 
1 cent a pound cheaper now than 
it was at the beginning of the 


year. During the past week the 
market declined about forty 
points. The basis for California 


cotton was practically unchanged, 
ranging around fifty points off the 
New York market for March de- 
liveries. 

Despite falling prices the mar- 
ket possesses a firm undertone. 
Cottoh consumption figures show 
only a slight falling off. which is 
particularly encouraging consid- 
ering the fact that the industry is 
now passing through the inven- 
torying season. The figures also 
show that consumption has great- 
ly increased over that of a year 


ago. 

The Liverpool market for Egyp- 
tian cotton is also on the decline 
and a loss of one penny a pound 
for Sakelaridis (corresponding to 
No. 2 grade Pima) was recorded 
last week. Obeervers of the 
English market, however, expect a 
turn for the better shortly on ac- 
count of the short crop in Egypt. 
It is also eald that the fine cloth 
spinners in England may enter 
the market soon for a whole year's 
supply of raw long staple cotton. 
This would bring about a definite 
advance in prices for Egyptian 
and California Pima cotton.

Will Act Soon 
on Truck Load 
Restrictions. 


Every motor truck operator. 
shipper and consumer of truck- 
transported commodities in Los 
Angeles county will be interested 
in the action taken by the Super- 
visors of the county when they 
meet Monday morning to act upon 


| restrict the gross weight of four- 


wheel vehicles to 23,000 pounds, 


and any combination of motor- 
powered units to 36,000 pounds it 
is maintained that such an ordi- 
nance would prohibit the economi-. 
operation of nearly all five-ton 
trucks now in use in Los Angeles 
county where the entire commu- 
nity benefits more from and is 
more dependent on motor trans- 
portation than any other county 
in the State. 

The Supervisors have maintained 
that it is necessary to reduce the 
allowabie weight, according to the 
State law, as a means toward bet- 
ter protection of the highways. Ac- 
cording to Roy H. Compton of the 
Mack-International Motor Truck 
Corporation, those who know most 
about the dependence of Los An- 
geles county on motor trucks are 
willing that a reasonable reduction 
in allowable weights from that es- 
tablished on State roads be made, 
but that 22,000 pounds as gross 
weight for a single unit is too 
low. The differentiation between 
the weights on State highways and 
equnty roads is because many 
county roads are not built to the 
same specifications as State high- 
ways.

CALIFORNIA NOW SUPREME IN | 
COMMERCIAL PLANT PRODUCTION. 


BY HENRY W. KRUCKEBERG, Secretary. California Association of Nurserymen. 


HE story of the 1920 Federal census. 

certainly possesses an interest and a 

lure calculated to stimulate the pride 
and love of every Californian for his State, 
particularly if he takes a glance at the 
figures dealing with her status as the lead-| 
ing horticultural section of the Union. Not 
only is California supreme in the growing 
of orchard and wineyard products and in 
the volume and value of crops, but the liat- 
est returns governing nursery plants show 
that she now leads all other States in 
volume and value of commercial plaat pro 
duction. 

The census reports 540 individual sur- 
series in California operating a total of 
4080 acres, showing an annual turnover in 
1919 of $2,929,450, an increase over 1909 of 


New York has 2508 firms covering 18,289,- 
628 square feet, with four other States in 
excess of California's greenhouse produc- 
tion. Im values a corresponding ratio pre- 
vails, the total of California's turnover for 
flowers and flowering plants being $2,099,- 
368, while Illinois did a business in the same 
line of $8,430,700, and New York of $7,238, 
721. Im the summary of vegetables and 
vegetable plants, California is credited with 
$78,003, which seems a rather poor showing 
as against Washington with $337,311 and 
Ohio's $2,740,686. Omitting seeds, the an- 
nual turnover and glass investment in this 


glass, $2,177,371: re 


$716,458, which does not include flowers and 
flowering plants nor seeds. New York, the 
next ranking State, reported 359 firms, cov- 
ering 5288 acres. producing an annua! tura-

then California. It will be noticed that the 
average production per acre in California 
was approximately $718, while that of N 

York was $438. This difference is to 

tributed to kind and quality of plants pro- 
duced rather thah to volume. For it has 
long been recognized by close observers 
that in quality of fruit trees and vines Call- 
fornia grows better fruit trees than the 
average of the country east of the Rocky 
Mountains; in certain lines of ornamentais 
the same conditions also prevail. The third 
State in volume of nursery products is 
Ohio, with $1,286,947, the fourth, New 
Jersey, with $1,048,919, and the fifth Mise 
sourl, with $1,045,697, thus giving California 
a handsome lead in the growing of com- 
mercial plants, which fs destined to be more 
than doubled within the next few years. 

In the 1910 census California was credited 
with 1,572,480 square feet of greenhouse 
glass which has been increased during the 
intervening decade to 5,063,296 square feet, 
with 539 firms ‘greenhouse opera- 
tions.

The announcement of this new variety, 
which it is hoped may be tested in Southera 
California during the coming season, lends 
emphasis to the importance of growers be- 
ing constantly om the alert for promising 
new plants. Better bean varieties are great- 
ly needed, and there is no simpler method 
of increasing profits than the introduction 
or development of better vielding sorts. 

The history of the majority of our bean 
varieties indicates that they originated as 
bud sports, which fortunately were recog- 
nized and saved for testing. The fact that 
the bean is naturally self-pollinated almost 
the occurrene of natural hybrids, 
which in many other plants are a prolific 
source of new varieties. Fortunately, how- 
ever, bud sports in the bean are compara- 
tively common, and thus provide a means 
of varietal improvement. Historical is 
stances of the origin of improved bean var- 
ieties are many. The Henderson bush lima, 
our “baby” lima, originated, as a single 
plant in a field of beans at hburg, Va. 
in 13883. The Kentucky W wae bean 
originated some years ago in a garden in 
Los Angeles. The Lewis and Daly lima 
varieties are selections of this sori. 


The most widely grown ‘strain of the 


small white bean is a well-known case in 
point. In 1902, Pasqual Scolari, a Swisé 
farmer in the Lompoc Valicy, found a single 
plant which matured its beans somewhat 
earlier, and also bore an unusually large 


number of pods, which differed from the 


usual pod in color, being of a purplish tinge. 
He saved the seed from this plant. and 
tested it the following year. Frem this 
seed came the Blue Pod variety, which has 
now almost displaced the small white im 
the coastal bean belt. 


Undoubtedly promising new strains have 
occurred in many fields, only to be lost from 


lack of care in orservation On the part of 


the grower. It therefore behooves every 
bean grower to inspect his fields at least 
once during the season, marking all promis- 
ing plants differimg from their neighbors, 
and testing these out in single rows the 
follewing season. A row-to-the-plant test- 
ing plot should be a part of every bean 
grower’s planting, for from it not only come 
selection for increased yield in the variety, 
but also, occasionally, new and better 
varieties.

Few of the cold winds do any con- 
siderable amount of crop damage, but a 
buffer from all winds is valuable. 

Perhps the most practical adaptation of 
Napier grass as a windbreak is in sandy 
soils, which have a tendency to drift with 
the wind and cover the low growing crops. 
A great deal of damage never generally re- 
ported has come about in this way. One 
farmer who has planted Napier raises a 
large acreage of tomatoes, and before he 
planted a windbreak many of the vines 
would be covered after a heavy wind. Af- 
ter the Napier made a start he was troubled 
no more with the windblown sand. Na- 
pier can be recommended to the orange 
grower as a temporary windbreak, espe- 
clally for small trees. 

Along the roads. in the truck farming 
districts, one can see that the dust from 
the road damages crops for a distance of 
twenty or thirty feet. This is especially 
true of peppers, eggplant and tomatoes. 
Why not a hedge of Napier in these fields? 

This grass is a fast growing perennial, 
and grows to a height of eight or ten feet. 
With special care, it will grow taller. It 
stools very readily, and withstands drouth 
and moderately low temperatures well. 

In planting Napier grass for a windbreak, 
it ie best to plant the foints over a width 
of about four feet, so that a rank growth 
can be obtained, and the plants will not 
blow over in a stiff wind if planted thickly. 
Plant the joints about twelve inches apart, 
and the same distance between rows, mak- 
ine about four rows in the windbreak. For 
regular culture the Napier is gg 
feet apart, In rows three feet pene aft oon 
should be planted about two to Miron 
deep, according to the moisture content of 
the soll that they are to be planted in. 
Planting can be started as early as Janu- 
ary 1.

Simce water cannot be compressed, its 
presence in the pores or open spaces in 
loose soils adds something to the resistance 
that is offered to the explosive force and 
thus makes the explosion somewhat more 
effective. It follows that, especially in 
sandy solls, better results will be obtained 
in blasting stumps when the ground is wet 
than when it is dry. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that moist soll in this con- 
nection refers to soil near the charge—two

Los Angeles is getting to be a great 
live-stock market. It is about time we had 
stockyards, brought the profiteering killers 
and retailers to earth and put a little stim- 
ulus into our suburbs by letting them pro- 
duce meat on wasted forage. When our 
banks and the Chamber of Commerce really 
wake up to the fact the Los Angeles live- 
stock business is the lustiest growing busi- 
ness of all, conditions may be different. A 
great many persons are going to know be- 
fore long what a live-stock market means 
to a city’s profit. Los Angeles, without 
stockyards, without real facilities and with- 
out adequate banking help, has already de- 
veloped into the greatest market for cattle 
in the Southwest or West. More cattle 
come through here now, slaughter and 
feeders, than are handled in some famous 
markets, and with stockyards we would 
handle as many as Fort Worth, or Sioux 
City, more than Denver, and be treading on 
the heels of Omaha for total feceipts.

\RNEST DOWSON was not appreci- 
ated on his lifetime. Five years 
after the decease of the poet, there 
appeared in London “The Poems of 

Ernest Dowson,” published by the Johu 

Lane Company, and prefaced with a mem- 

olf by Arthur Symons. The book also 

contained four ilustrations by Aubrey 

Beardsley and a portrait by William 

Rotherstein. The poems. clearly dis 

play the charm of a real poet's work- 

mauship. Dowson was a scrupulous 
artiet, who has created cameolike verses, 
beautiful in form and exquisitely finished. 

There is throughout a note of persona! sin- 

eerity combined with melaicholy, a digni- 

fied reticence, subdued emotion and decided 
felicity of music. The poet's theme are few 

—hopeless, reverent love, the ethics of re- 

menciation, and the disappointment of the 

weak-willed. Though his viol has few 
strings, and his notes are in the minor key, 
nevertheless his songs are true lyrics; by 
discriminating critics throughout the ages 

Ernest Dowson will be crowned with the 

lyrist's crown of bay. 

To Dowson and his set may be traced the 
term “Yellow Journalism’ row in vogue as 
denominating current literature that is mor- 
bid, sensational and decadent. A group of 
young writers, among whom Ernest Dowson 
was a leading spirit, founded in the year 
1886 a quarterly publication which they

Aubrey Vincent Beardsiey, a clever but 
eccentric artist almost without formal 
training, was discovered by Joseph Pinneli 
at an uncongenial desk in an insurance of- 
fice. Soon he was illustrating old Malory 
for Dent and Company, and was made art 
editor of the Yellow Book. In spite of dis- 
ease that periodically incapacitated him 
from working, he succeeded in agcomp!ish- 
ing a great deal during the six brief years 
allotted him. His numerous drawings may 
be found reproduced in two magnificent 
volumes printed by the John Lane Com- 
| pany of London. Beardsley had a passion 
for Pierrot, and has given us the most pa- 
thetic as well as the most humorous concep 
tion of that figure im art. During the last 
year of his life he made four illustrations 
for Dowson's “The Pierrot of the Minute.”

Evenvually the parents 
returned to Lee, where they both died, and 
it was at Lewisham Cemetery, near Lee, 
that Ernest Dowson was later interred. 
Ernest's mother was an accomplished 
and intellectual woman. His father, a well- 
bred, gentleman, who had lived a good deal 
in France and oa the Riveria because of his 
delicate health, and once had made a six 
weeks’ trip to the Azores, followed the oc- 
cupation of “dry-docker.” As a young man 
he had fitted up a river barge like a house- 
boat; and the staff of Puhch and vther ce- 
lebrities, including Swinburne, cruised 
about in the offing of the dock, putting in 
at home occasionally for the necessary sup- 
plies. He inherited his shipping interests 
from his father Christopher Dowson II, 
who was fn partnership with his younger 
brother Joseph. The elder Mr. Dowson had 
been a remarkable man in many ways, with 
a distinct taste for literature, though he 
published nothing He was a 
wit, was the intimate friend of the Barretts, 
and throuch Severn met Keats; and he was 
the friend of half the interesting artists 
and men of letters of his generation.

his early death at the age of 35. Whisky- 
drinking unfortunately was then popular 
among literary men, the fashion being set 
by William Ernest Henley, the apostle of 
muscular agnosticiem. The makers of the 
Yellow Book and the Savoy were accus 
tomed to foregather at the seaport town of 
Dieppe to spend their summer holidays, 
and indulged in “high jinks.” Arthur Sy- 
mons has sketched Dieppe in six pictures 
called “Silhouettes” (1892.)

Ernest Christopher Dowson was born on 
the second of August, 1867,

The Dowson fithily had connections of 
some note. Ernest's greag uncle, Alfred 
Domett, was Browning's “Waring,” the an- 
thor of “Ranolf and Amobia,” and other 
poems. He left Englana for New Zealand, 
where he rose to be Prime Minister of the 
Dominion. Alfred Domett's sister Mary hau 
married Christopher Dowson Il, and it was 
through the latter's shipping interests that 
Browning learned of opportunities of send- 
img letters to New Zealand. si 

The lad’s early education was irregular. 
and chiefly out of England. He was well 
read in French literature; he Latin 
from an Italian priest at Senta, but he 
knew almost nothing of modern science or 
of history or geography. According to his 
friend Victor Plarr, he had “patches of cul- 
tivation and deserts between.” In his nine 
teenth year he entered Queen's College, Ox- 
ford, but he left after only one-half year's 
residence. His life there was a wild one.

many debts, for which he gave generous 
LO.U.'’s.

Poet Novelist Devoted Much 
Time to Domg Hack-work. 


EANWHILE Lowsen was doing hack- 

work, translating French novels and 
pamphlets; arduous labor for which the 
translator receives almost no credit. In 
1891, hie first, and perhaps his best-known 
poem, “Cynarae,” appeared in the Century 
Hobby Horse. A year later. when the first 
“Book of the Rhymers’ Clug” appeared, he 
was represented by six poems. For some 
time after 1892 Dowson was accustomed to 
spend the week-ends at Blackheath with his 
friends the Plarrs. Victor Piarr had, in 
1890, been appointed librarian of King’s 
College, London; and after his marriage 
two years later his home was always open 
to his old friend, whom he several times 
tried to place in librarian work, but with- 
out success. In 18°93 Dowson published the 
novel, “A Comedy of Masks,” already re- 
ferred to, which he had written in collabora- 
tion ~ with Arthur Moore, his oldest friend, 
each writing a chapter <iternately. The 
next year, when the “Second Book of the 
Rhymers’ Club” appeared, Dowson was 
again represented by six poems. 

The story of his romantic but unsuccess- 
ful love affair must now be narrated, for it 
profoundly affected the rest of his life. In 
1892 ke feil in love with the young daughter 
of a French refugee of good family, reduced 
to keeping a humble restaurant in a foreign 
quarter of London. The fragile young man, 
with his singularly sweet and pathetic 
smile, was accustomed to dine there, and 
later in the evening to play his invariable 
after-dinner game of cards with the beloved 
Adetaide. About four evenings a week he 
and Edgar Jepson, who had recently re- 
turned to London from a four years’ so- 
journ in the West Indies, and had ventured 
into journalism, met at the “Cock” in 
Shaftesbury Avenue. Dowson would sit 
waiting for Jepson, writing poems on 
scraps of paper, amd with a glass of ab- 
sinthe before him—a habit which had be- 
come a necessity with him, for he suffered 
from the constitutional languor of the frail. 
At 7 o'clock the two young men would be- 
take themselves to “Poland,” as they called 
the restaurant where dwelt “the little lady 
of his heart.” She was an attractive girl, 
cheerful, healthy, innecent and appealed 
strongly to Dowson by the law of contrast. 
But the poet's love was doomed to disap- 
pointment; for the practical Adelaide mar. 
ried the waiter instpad of the languishing 
poet. At Dowson's urgent request, Arthur 
Moore, his friend and collaborator, went to 
the wedding ceremonies carrying the poet's 
present. Throughout the remainder of his 
life Dowson always thought of the one who 
had inspired his first poetry as a charming 
childlike creature, and revered her with vir- 
ginal devotion.

; Even in the elaborate tables of food 
analyses, published by the United States 
government, there is no attempt to show 
the salts contained in various foods, or the 
proportion in which they are found. Here, 
as elsewhere, they are huddled together un- 
der the name of “ash.” On this subject 
several years ago Prof. Wiley, then chief of 
the Bureau of Chemistry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, in reply 
to an inquiry, wrote to me as follows: 

“I regret to say that no one in this coun- 
try has undertaken a complete analysis of 
all the mineral constituents of food. An 
analysis usually relates to the nutritive 
value and general composition, but does 
not give, as a rule, the composition of the

composition of ash be carefully studied, and 
hope that some chemist will take that mat- 
ter up, in the near future.” . 

The bureau is now engaged on the im- 
portant task of analyzing the ash of cigars.

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HEAR moch nowadays of “vita 
Mines.” Scientists admit that they 


preparations supposgd to contain vitamines 
can never supply the needful elements 
which can onty be assimilated in a highly 
organized form, as they are found in the 
natural foods. It is deplorable that the 
credulity and ignorance of the public is so 
largely exploited by advertisements which 
present erroneous and misleading ideas on 
nutrition. The sound and healthy body can 
build its own vitamines from wholesome, 
natural foods and need not depend on arti- 
ficTAl preparations for its supply of vita- 
mines or any other food elements. Yet 
millions seem to fall victims to these explol- 
tations of commercialism, because they 
have not yet grasped the fundamental facts 
of rational! nutrition. 

“It is a most significant fact that medical 
textbooks pay comparatively very little at- 
tention to the importance of the mineral 
elements in the body. No system of diet or 
healing will give permanently beneficial re- 
sults which does not give paramount con- 
sideration to the mineral elements in our 
daily food supply. The lews of life and 
growth are very closely interwoven with 
the chemical actions and reactions of these 
elements and the problems of healthy and 
adequate nutrition of the body can never be 
solved without paying careful attention to 
the physiological functions of the organic 
salts in the system.” 


The most, prolific source of the organic 
salts is to be found im raw green stuff, espe- 
cially green leaves, such as lettuce, cabbage, 
watercress, etc. Some of this food, also 
raw fruit, shoud be eaten daily. Millions of 
so-called “civilized” people go through life 
as miserable, melancholy wrecks, because 
their nerves are half starved, while yet they 
may be eating two or three times as much 
food as is nécessary, thus overburdening 
the digestive organs and further exhaust- 
ing the depleted nervous system. 

It should here be explained that the in- 
organic salts, as found im the mineral world, 
‘cannot be assimilated by the human system, 
however finely they may be ground or dis 
solved. This applies equally to the twelve 
so-called “tissue salts.” Chemists may ana- 
lyze, and find no difference, but nature has, 
in her mysterious way, drawn a sharp line 
of demarcation between the animal and the 
mineral kingdom. Hence, the folly of ad- 
ministering such so-called remedies as iron, 
and all other mineral drugs. They are 
either inert or poisonous. The first thing 
that mature does, on recognizing these in- 
truders, is to get to work to cast them out, 
through the kidmeys, through the bowels, 
through the liver, through the pores, or 
through the lungs.

& population now nearing the million 
mark, to the jungle teeming with strange 
animal life, seems a long stride—it is a 
long stride, in fact. To the wilds of the 
Malay Afchipelago, its length is a matter 
of upon the earth's surface— 
some thousands of miles. But let us speak 
of avother jungle, whose distance is not 
to be measured by such manner of stride. 
To reach this latter jungle, we traverse 
the by-cone ages to the Pleistocene or Gla 
cial epoch, when jo! it appears upon the 
spot where Los Angeles stands. Its hit 


fing their bones through indefinite ages, 
conceive of a plan superior 
deep pools of oil, made 
evaporation, further thickened 


covered with wind-ewept sand and 
Thus, doubtless, Nature proceeded. And 
the animads came in astonishing numbers— 
from toads to Imperial elephants—the rep- 
resentatives of eves single species in some 
instances, running into the thousands. it 
is presumed that every existing mammal of 
the Southern California region contributed 
its specimen to the fossilized “menageries” 
cached in the sticky depths of the Rancho 
La Brea, tar-pits within the period of 
thelr greatest activity. How many thow 
sands of years ago this period was, can on'y 
be surmised. it is the belief of geologists 
that the Glacial epoch, during which the 
greater part of these fossils were deposite1, 
ended less than 25,000 years ago and that 
the duration of this epoch was between 
200,000 and 500,000 years, so scientific in- 
vestigators conservatively inform us only, 
that the Rancho La Brea bones are those 
of animals trapped during an indefinite 
period of the remote past. 

In a building of admirable architecture, 
the home of the Museum of History, 
Seience and Art, in Exposition Park, the 
county of Los Angeles has worthily com. 
memorated the finding of the world’s great- 
est yet known deposit of fossilized remains, 
hy an exhibit impressive beyond descrip 
tion. 


The Museum Exhibit at Exposition 
Park Tells a Story. 


NTERING the science department of 
the museum where this display of Pile- 


first attention is held by the great Imperial 
elephant (trunkless now, begging the read- 
er’s indulgence, but still carrying afew hun- 
dress pounds of seemingly “excess bag- 
gage” iu the form of tusks,) whose extreme 
height convincingly verifies the statement 
that he is a representative of the largest 
land mammal known to have existed. An 
attempt of the imagination to clothe thia 
great skeleton in the vestiges of life, to 
visualize the form as an actual, living beast 
in its true proportions, leads to such alarm- 
ing results that the experiment is apt to be 
discontinued before completion. The struc- 
ture as it stands, as a rule gratifies the sen- 
sation-creving of the beholder. 

From fragmentary specimens on exhibit 
im the museum it is estimated that this 
species sometimes attained a height of fif- 
teem feet, exceeding that of an average ele- 
phant of modern times by about six feet. 
and that its tusks, eight inches in diameter 
at the base, were fifteen feet in length.

vicinity of a thousand pounds?” oie over 
comes his timidity to inquire. 

Turning from a lingering survey of the 
Imperial giant’s skeleton, the visitor's in- 
terest, in its preliminary transits from this 
to that attraction, will presently be cen- 
tered upon a squat, short-legged frame of 
huge proportions. Recognizing a form of 
extensive renown, he marvels greatly, and 
ventures to remark: “Truly, the giant 
ground sloth was bulky beast.” Beinr 
informed by an attendant that the “ruins” 
under comtemplation are those of the little 
ground sloth, and that he has not yet ob. 
served that leisurely-looking whim of crea- 
tion known as the giant ground sloth, he, 
hesitates for an appropriate. ejaculation, 
and thenceforth declines to marvel at any- 
thing. 

The rare objects in this department of 
the museum are too various, and too full of 
individual interest for each to receive its 
share of attention upon the occasion of a 


‘| single visit, which ordinarily creates only. 


for the greater part, a lasting impression of 
gaunt frameworks, grotesque dignity, 
trasting extremes of stature, and-—-bones. 
Standing out from this confusion, however. 
there are a few more or less distinct 
images, among which may be mentioned 


the Saber-tooth, a so-called tiger, a speci- 


men which rarely fgils distinctly to impress 
the beholder at first sight. This is one or 
nature’s experimental productions of the 
Glacial epoch, and an example of the highly- 
specialized animal formations of that 
period. ‘The appropriateness of its name 
is readily apparent. Extending far beneath 
the lower jaw, the two upper canine teeth 
of the Saber-tooth form an apparently ef- 
fective “muzzle” as regards the matter of 
flesh-eating, and we learn from the mu- 
seum “notes” that the animal was, in all 
probability, a blood-drinker, and that the 
strength and formation of its limbs were 
such as to enable it to leap or climb upon 
the backs of the largest quadrupeds, where 
its finely-serrated sabers could easily pene- 
trate to a source of bountiful food supply. 
The terror in which the Saber-tooth was 
held by the peaceful-natured herbivores 
may be imagined. 

Can we, from a study of this museum ex 
hibit, form an approximate idea of condi- 
tions existing in the immediate vicinity of 
the territory now covered by Los Angeles, 


during the Glacial epoch? Cones, acorns, 


a tree-trunk, and other disclosures of the 
fossil-beds, indicate that the climate of this 
region in Glacial times was cooler than that 
of today. From the fact that large herbi- 
verous animals existed here in great num- 
bers, it may safely be assumed that only a 
jungie-like growth of vegetation would suf- 
fice for their needs, and consequently, as we 
are led to believe by credible authority, 
there must have been in the past a much 
greater amount of annual rainfall than st 
present. This being true, we may infer that 
there were occurrences of lightning and 
thunder, phenomena so little known to the 
Los Angeles region of historic times. in 
proper season, no doubt, there were falls of 
sleet and snow. That stranger of tdéday, 
the hurricane, may then have swept the 
western coast, dashing mountainous waves 
against the shores of the now even-tem- 
pered Pacific. And that-other stranger, the 
tornado, at times, perhaps, furiously tore 
its path through the primeval jungle, caus- 
ing with its terrifying approach the huge 
beast and the rodent, alike in dread, to scur- 
ry to places of refuge. Let us Imagine such 
day in 
by-gone ages:

colossal brute, and—crash!—the crust is 
broken. The “@eath-trap of the ages” has 
added another victim—and the storm is on. 

The sky clears, following a deluge of rain, 
and the setting sun lights up a devastated 
area, the path of the tornado. Day gives 
way to night, and the stars illuminate the 
acene. 


What a Tragedy was Enacted in 
Those Far Of Days. 


THE dim light a form is slowly 
sinking in a tarlike mass. Occasional 


frantic struggles for freedom but mire the| 


entrapped animal deeper in the pool, and 
his cries of distress bring only a collection 
of carnivores in anticipation of a feast. 
And a feast*there was! We cannot pro- 
ject its realistic features upon the scene 
from our “reel” of prehistoric “film,” for 
alas! its graphic details grace only the 
pages of unrecorded history. But from this 
rare volume we might glean, perhaps, that 
the revelers were multitudinous: that they 
came singly, In pairs, and in droves--some 


con.| boldly, others timidly, and all hungrily; 


that due to the hungering of the bold and 
strong, the hunger of the timid and weak 
not infrequently met with sudden and tragi- 
cal termination; that gnawed and scattered 
bones told of those who reluctantly took an 


early departure from the scene of merry- 


making; that no dull moment marred the 
swiftiy-passing hours, and that high car- 
nival reigned the long night through. 


The first to attack the helpless captive, 


was, probably, the blood-drinking Saber- 
tooth, his saVage instincts predominating 
over those of caution, and he left in the 
oil-pits of Rancho La Brea the bones of 
about 2000 specimens of his kind as a monu- 
ment to his rashmess. 

As for the matter of tuneful accompani- 
ment to the festivities, the dire wolf was 
there—anhd remained there (various occa- 
sions considered) to the number of some 
thousands, as evidenced by the revelations 
of the fossil beds. The skeleton of the dire 
wolf was more mumerous than that of any 
animal represented in the deposits. 

Even the lordly lion graced such prehi»- 
toric gatherings with his massive, if not 
numerous presence, and generously left his 
bony structure (to the extent of a score) 
for comparison with that of his puny Afri- 
can descendant in a later-day museum ex- 
hibit. 

In addition, there were ‘present other 
“guests,” ranging in size downward to that 
of the wild-cat, and records indicate that 
the mammoth cave now and then at- 
tended such informal functions, though 
whether in the capacity of “guest” or 
“feast,” is not divulged. 

What carnage resulted from such assem- 
blages of ferocious animals, and what med- 
leys of raging diecords arose to carry quiv- 
ers of fear to the distant, peace-loving 
herbiverous creatures! 

That great lion, his skull eighteen inches 
in length—how loudly could he roar?—what 
echoes could he summon from the distant 
Santa Mopicas? What ferocious utterance 
pierced the jungle from between the blood- 
dripping tusks of the Saber-tooth? Can we 
imagine a dire wolf chorus in that long ago, 
when its tones had not been modified by 
the refining influence of ages of evolution 
into the less-uncanny vocal outpourings of 
the wolf-pack of today? With what weird 
“hoo-heo” of derision did the ancient horned 
owl scorn the roars, shrieks, howls and 
squeals of combat’?—-while the grim trapper 
plied his vocation in silence, and kept alert. 

With the appreach of day, the orgy sub- 
sides, and the gorged revelers, such of them 
as have escaped the perils of trap and 
conflict, depart for their lairs and dens, 
many of them bearing away as souvenirs of 
the occasion, wounds and maims, mementos 
secured at the cost of a paw, an eye, or an 
ear, perhaps.

Species without names, they may have 
been, for in the earlier periods of the Ran- 
cho La Brea activities it is not positively 
known that an intelligence capable of be- 
stowing upon them names had developed— 
that man had yet made his appearance upon 
the earth. But now, man has arrived—or, 
at least, be is arriving—and by way of 
remedy for this apparent oversight, he has 
supplied the omission, and today we fa- 
miliarly know these one-time living crea: 
tures by such names as: Imperial elephant, 
mastodon, giant ground sloth, ancient ox, 
wide-fronted bison, prehistoric camel and 
western horse, to mention a few of the 
beasts which browsed and fed at the risk 
of their lives within the limits of an area- 
row covered by peaceful homes. And theirs 
were the fest, may we infer, which trod 
the trails now commemorated by the devi- 
ous windings of many of the beautiful 
thoroughfares of a city. 


And as they trod, the larger and more un-

Bits of Ooze Give Inkling as to 
Character of Prehistoric Man. 


CONSTANTLY recurring query is 

prompted by an attentive survey of 
these ancient bones: When did mankind 
‘come into existence? This inquisitiveness 
is intensified as one pauses before a glass 
case containing a skull and other portions 
of a human skeleton, supposedly that of a 
woman about five feet In height. This re 
markable discovery was made in one of the 
smaller fossil-beds, and from the fact that 
the bones were feund among those of ani- 
mals mainly of present types, in a pit ap 
parently of less ancient formation than 
those containing the more representative 
Pleistocene deposits, we are told that the 
age of this incomplete specimen is presum- 
ably somewhat more or less than ten thous- 
and years, and that, therefore, it throws no 
light upon the extremely remote history of 
the human race. May we not then, as a 
further indulgence to our highly-imagina- 
tive mood, regard this find as a partial 
solution of the mysterious, disappearance of 
some-reigning belle of time agone—a clew- 
less mystery, taxing in vain the combined 
efforts of the keenest detective talent in all 
»the land of “Prehistoria?” And may we 
not now conjecture the manner of her dis- 
appearance? Was she the victim of mur 
der? —wilful self-destruction ?— the trap? 
Who knows? 

No skull has yet been found which satis- 
factorily connects thé Human family with 
that of its alleged ancestors, the anthro- 
poids.
